He Runs Mile In 4:05.4 


It’s double or nothing for 
Bob Delaney! 


‘ Santa Ana’s track ace 
broke the national record 
in both the mile and two 
mile Saturday night at Mo- 
desto to lead the Don track 
team to the state junior col- 
lege championship. 

Delaney ran the mile in 4:05.4, 
then returned two hours later to 


beat Pierce’s Martin Colley in a 
9:02.5 two-mile.

SAC’s double_ trouble twins 
paced the Dons to a first place 
in final team scoring with 48 
points. Bill Delaney ran fourth 
in the mile with a time of 4:15.4. 


Bob Skamness, Bob Kane, Bill 
Campbell and Mike Eck won the 
mile relay in 3:17.1. 

LEAPS TO FIRST 


Ed Caruthers leaped to a first 
place in the high jump with 6-9, 
outdistancing trackmen from 
L.A. Valley, San Mateo, Fresno, 
Pasadena, San Bernardino, Sierra 
and Sequoia colleges.

Skamness ran 49.2 in the 440, 
just barely missing the 48.4 re- 
corded by Pierce’s Achee. 

Bob Delaney’s two mile in 
9:02.5 broke the previous na- 
tional and meet record of 9:04.9 
set by Dick Krenzer, L.A. Valley, 
in 1968. 


In team scoring, Orange Coast 
placed a poor 14th with 10 points 
and Fullerton tied Riverside to 
qualify for a low six points. 

NOW OFFICIAL 


Coach John Ward learned ear- 
lier Saturday that the National 
Junior College Track Records 
committee put a stamp of offic- 
ial approval on two marks set 
earlier this year. 

Recognized officially were a 
two-mile relay record of 7:32.7 
by the team of Bob and Bill De- 
laney, Eck and Kane at the 
Fresno relays May 9, and a two- 
mile meet record blazed by Bob 
Delaney in 8:57.4 at the Mt. San 
Antonio relays April 18. 


Sterling Jenkins, San Diego, 
held the old national standard in 
the mile event with a 4:07.7 tim- 
ing in 1963. Fullerton’s Leroy 
Neal, ’61, scored the -old meet 
record of 4:09.1 in the mile un- 
til Bob Delaney’s victory Satur- 
day.

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Six Vote Margin 


Ends Lively Battle

Sophomore Tom Wilson 
defeated Rusty Salcido 188- 
182 Friday, winning the 
fall ASSAC Presidency by 
the breathtakingly close 
margin of six votes. 

Elections Commissioner 
Frank Miller reported Wilson 
won by 50.81 per cent, achiev- 
ing the required 51 per cent ma- 
jority. Seven votes were disqual- 
ified due to incorrectly marked 
ballots or write-ins, not allowed 
in a final election. 

Wilson’s slim victory came af- 
ter a spirited round of campaign- 
ing marred by defaced posters. 
Banners promoting Wilson were 
painted blue and yellow urging 
voters to select Salcido. Backers 
of both candidates denied marr- 
ing any campaign banners. 

John Hardy said, ‘“‘As one of 
Mr. Salcido’s backers, I was 
shocked and disgusted to see 
how some warped _ individuals 
from another part of the campus 
got into the act and. defaced Mr. 
Wilson’s posters. 

“We were conducting a clean, 
positive campaign until this un- 
wanted and unwarranted vandal- 
ism occurred. It’s too bad -Mr. 
Wilson didn’t tear down some of 
the worst examples of this defac- 
ed publicity—leaving it up didn’t 
help anyone. 

“Despite this vandalism, I 
know this is the most spirited 
campaign I’ve ever seen here. 
I’m pleased that Mr. Salcido will 
have a chance to serve in stu- 
dent government as a senator.” 


Salcido expressed shock at the 
defaced banners. “I feel it was a 
detriment towards me. My only 
conclusion is that this competi- 
tion is becoming a rivalry be- 
tween the oligarchy and _ the 
masses.” 


Dons Ask Lift 
Of Dance Curfew 


Dan Wooldridge, ASB  vice- 
president, announced at Student 
Council Tuesday he will ask Dean 
of Students Thomas Trawick to 
appeal to Santa Ana trustees to 
extend campus dancing hours past 
the midnight curfew. 


Action was taken as a result 
of a complaint issued by students 
during Gripe Week May 4-8 that 
campus dances should be extend- 
ed because college students are 
mature enough to be allowed 
such a privilege. _ 

Dean Trawick said Tuesday 
morning that he had not been 
contacted yet, but he would look 
into the issue. 


Tom Lutz, Fred Schrock, Mark 
Byrd and others led a campaign 
for Salcido in a Model-T Ford, 
but denied defacing any banners. 
“For all we know, Wilson and his 
clique might have done it and 
then‘ tried to blame Salcido,” 
stated Schrock. 

Salcido was backed primarily 
by Young Republicans and Har- 
dy, but picked up many support- 
ers from the drama department. 
“TI wouldn’t blame the drama de- 
partment for any defaced ban- 
ners, for there could have been 
other people associated with it,” 
he declared. 

Wilson also objected to the de- 
faced posters, saying, “If they 
felt so strong, I wished they 
would have come to me. I would 
have suggested they make pos- 
ters. 

“T do not hold anyone respon- 
sible. I’m sure Rusty had no idea 
what was going on or was direct- 
ly connected with it. It was un- 
called for. I hope this doesn’t ap- 
pear in the future.” 


Wilson, 21, is an economics 
major, minoring in mathematics. 
He told El Don he’ll be be carry- 
ing 13% units next fall as 
president during the first semes- 
ter of the new Constitution... He 
plans eventually to go to Uni- 
versity of California at Irvine or 
Riverside college. 


Jerry Burns, eliminated in last 
Wednesday’s primary election, 
threw his support to Wilson, 
claiming Salcido borrowed his 
platform. 

The new president plans to 
name appointed officers within 
the next two weeks. He current- 
ly serves as Associated Men Stu- 
dents President. He previously 
served on Inter-Club Council, as 
Greeks president and rallies com- 
missioner.
